apart. Though ‘not. always so 
‘romantic a figuro a8 we havo 
‘hitherto visualised, the pirate, 
. by his vory calling, ‘differed from 
‘the ordinary human being and 
it is quito interesting-to read of 
him as he was. The author of 
this. -valuablo book has slready 
won for himself a unique position 
as a writer on ovorything to do 
‘the sea, snd’ this Sust 
publishod volume cannot do 
otherwise’ ‘than onhanco his 


already high roputation. 


Ho hos appliod his ripo ox- 
perienco and. knowleige.to setting 
forth tho, story of the peculiar 
phase of anarchy at sea—in tho

It treats of men 
who sprang from English, Welsh 
and Scottish homes, and the 
author has not forgotten, in his 
survoy, tho fascinating stories of 
Mary Read’and Anne Bonney, 
whom, by the way, the writers of 
fiction. appear to have ignored 
entirely. ‘Of pirates per se the 
author remarks: “Wo two were 
alike in theirearly circumstances, 
their motives or their methods,” 

They are revealed in these 
pages ps boing. very’ much like 
other human beings of their day. 
and generation, but. they wore 
consumed with a lawless courage 
which often ignored the law of 
God and man, prompted them to 
deeds of daring and guile, and 


‘sometimes of brutality, which, 


were proof not available, might 
well be set down os figments of 
the novelist'’s imagination, " 

The peouliar virtue of the 
author's record lies in the manner 
Lin which ho-has told these stories,
